Trees In Western Canada 
4 

In the great nation-building work of setUing the vast plaing of Western 
Canada one objection to overcome with many intending settlers, especially 
from Ontario and other countries where woods and forests prevailed, was 
the lack of trees. To those accustomed to living in a treed country, the bare 
prairies with their unbroken stretches ag far and farther than the eye could 
rene, presented a barren, uninvitIng appearance. There wag not only a 
lack of that restfulness and beauty which trees provide, but an absence of 


protection from the elements when high winds prevailed, the snows drifted, 
and blizzards occaslonally blew. 


During the earlier days in the settlement of the West, many home 
seekers travelled long distances from the area traversed by the railway 
to find locations in districts where there were trees because, what they 
wanted, was not a mere teinporary place where they could “mine” the soil 
for a time, make some ready money quickly, and then get out, but a new 
and permanent home for thelr children where they would have a better 
opportunity in life than in the lands from which they had come. They put 
up with inconveniences inseparable from their isolated locations solely 
because they preferred the wooded districts to the open, seeanlngly 
unattractive prairies, 

In those early days, however, thousands of people came and took up 
homesteads who had no intention of establishing penmmanent homes. They 
sere speculators, more or less indifferent to thelr surroundings, concerned 
only with the making of money as rapldly as possible. They were quite frank 
in admitting they had no thought of making the West their homo for the 
reminder of thelr lives, but that, on the contrary, they were using it as a 
half way house, a stepping stone to some other and better place. Many 
came with the idea of making money which they could not accum(ilate in 
their old astern homes and then returning there to lve and ultimately die. 

Some years ago the fact was borne into the minds of the Federal 
Government that the problem of peopling the West was not so much one of 
Immigration as of colonization; not so much the obtaining of settlers as 
the retaining of them once they had come. In a word, the real problem wag 
how to get people to regard the West as a place of permanent residence; how 
to get people to establish homgs rather than mere dwelling places, 

It came to be realized that a farm house, stables and barng set down In 
the midst of a flat prairte, utterly lacking in anything approaching beauty 
of location and surroundings, could never appeal as a “hoine,” and could 
never inspire in the minds and hearts of children that affection which the, 
parents still retained: for the old homes they had left. And it wag realized 
that what was needed to convert these prairie dwelling places into real and 
permanent homes was “trees.” 

There was an impression abroad, however, that trees would not grow; 


if they would, why wag not the prairie country covered with them as was | worked hard, with no thought of my , pose a tax on furs to aid provincial 


the case in other lands of vast virgin areas But this was not a convincing 
answer, and it was argued that if trees would grow elsewhere, they would 
grow on the rich, fertile plains of the West. And, always, some enterprising 
se(tiers soon proved that thls was so.

cheaply, because these early settlers had little money to spend, and just | 


the right way to plant and cultivate them, still existed. Then the Dominion 
Government inaugurated one of the finest of its many splendid services for 
agriculture when it established forestry farms in the West. 

These farms have worked a yerltable revolution in the appearance of 
this Western country. 
few years they were converted into miniature forests. From them have 
fone forth millions of trees, distributed {reo of charge to farmers all over the 


West. Experts have advised on tree culture, farmsteads haye been 
inspected, advice on planting given. Today, hundreds and thousands of 
Western farm dwellings have been transformed into homes of real 


attractiveness and beauty to which their owners and their children have 
become permanently attached and for which a real love is now manifested. 
Trees have proven a great and effectivo agent of colonization, while at the 
same time providing shelter for stock, protection for gardens, and a comfort 
to all when strong winter winds sweep across the land. 

Prairie cities, towns and villages havo caught the spirit and learned the 
Jesson taught by these forestry farms, and formerly wholly unattractive 
places, as, for example, the capital city of Saskatchewan, whom nature failed 
to endow with any of her assets, have become places of real beauty which 
ure a source of pride and delight to their residents, and of surprise and 
pleasure to visitors from afar. 

‘The Federal Government is deserving of all pratse for its forestry farms 
and tree planting policy, and to an ever increasing extent it is to be hoped 
the peaple of Western Canada will second the efforts of the Government 
and even more euergetically prosecute the work of surrounding their homes 
with trees. ‘

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The. he Story | Of yf Garnet Wheat 
Epitomises History Of Wheat 
Breeding Work In Canada 


Garnet wheat has in the last few 
yeprs been yery widely discussed and 
enthusiastic journalists’ and others 
have given it a reputation which it 
will find diMcuit to sustain. However, 
there has just been published a bulle- 
tin, written by Mr. L. H. Newman, 
Dominion Cerealist, which gives an} 
authoritative and unbiased statement 
of what actually ig known regarding: 
the performance and quality of this | 
new wheat in comparison with other 
varieties. 

Garnet has a hardy ancestry, Its | 
pedigree is traced back to Red Fife,} 
the old Canadian standard variety. 
Ladago from the Lake, Ladoga region 
in Russia, 600 miles further north 
than is the city of Winnipeg, Onega 
from near Archangel jn Russia, one 
of the most northerly wheat growing 
districts in the world, and Cchun 
from 11,000 feet above sea level in; 
the Himalayas. 

From the cross between Red Fite 
and Ladago came Preston which 
combined some of the good milling } 
quajities of the Canadien Wife with 
the early ripening of the Russian 
wheat. Crossing Onega and Cehun 
resulted in a wheat named Early 
Riga, a quick maturing variety giving 
a good quality flour. In 1905 a cross- 
ing between a strain of Preston, 
called Preston A, and a strain of Ear- ini 
ly Riga, called Riga M, resulted 


the now famous Garnet wheat. 

It was not until 1914 that the new 
wheat was included in the regular 
test-plots at the Central Farm. and 
in 199 it began to be tosted at the 
branch farms in the prairle prov: 
inces. The present Dominion Cereal 
Ist In taking stock of all the varietics 
on test in 1923 found Garnet to be es- 
pecially promising and singled it out 
with one or two other varieties for 
special consideration. By the spring 
of 1925 it had become reasonably 
cleu that Garnet was a high yielding 
wheat of good milling and baking 
qualities, and it was decided to try it 
out under fleld conditions. In 1926, 
14,000 bushels of seed were used in 
these field trials, and the results fully 
juslificed expectations. 

The story of Garnet wheat thus 
epitomises tho history of wheat 
breeding work as conducted at the 
Central Farm, at Ottawa. during the 
past 40 years, and compels an appre- 
clation of the man who conceived the 
programme followed—Dr. William 
Saunders, the first Director of the 
Farms System. This- programme has 
been ably carried out by his succes- 
sor, the discoverer of Marquis wheat, 
and by the present Dominion Cereal- 
ist. 

The bulletin, which contains a 
Wealth of detail about the new wheat 
may be obtained from the Publica- 
tions Branch, Department of Agricul- 
ture, Ottawa.

. Egg-Grading Brings Results 


Canada Has Reached High Place In 
Poultry Industry 

At session in Ottawa the World 
Poultry Congress heard that Canada 
led the world in the consumption of 
eggs, having éstablished a record of 
337 per annum or very nearly one 
egg daily throughout the year for 
every ove of the inhabitants, men, 
women and children, Recent statis. 
tics show that the utmost the United 
States could achievo in that direction 
was 207, Belgium beating it out by 
reporting 218. Great Lritain gets 
along with the modest number of 110, 
ahead of’ Norway, Sweden-and Den- 
mark, but behind Germany and 
Trance. 

The high place taken by Canada 
in the poultry industry is largely duo 
to the remarkable actlvity shown by 
the Federal and Provincial Depart- 
monts of Agriculture and to the edu- 
cational work of institutions Hke the 
Macdonald Agricultural ‘College in 
Montreal and the Ontario Agricul- 
tural College at Guelph. To these 
ageneles is mainly attributable the 
standard of stock as well as 
the improved methods of feeding and 
markeUng now prevailing. The aggro- 
gato annual production of poultry 
and eggs fn the, Dominion is now 
revealing th» 
poullry industry as an adjunct of 
agriculture of national importance. 

The Canadian Produce Associa- 
tlon has also greatly aided tho indus- 
try by adopling a standard of cgg- 
grading, now legally effective, on the 
baslg of inspection of exports and in- 
ter-provinelal shipments. The im- 
provement jn quality and stability 
has become so apparent in the export 
trado that the better grades of Cana- 
dian products brought as much as 
twenty cents a dozen higher than the 
nearest competitor on the Glasgow 
market. This simply repeats what has 
followed the standardization of other 
commodities. Producers who oppose 
a system necessary to secure and 
hold the confidence of foreign mar- 
kets are injuring no one more than 
themselves. 


Gold In Canada 


Precious Metal Found In Every Prov. 
ince In Canada, Save One 

Gold has been found in every prov- 
ince of Canada except Prince Udward 
Island. The first recorded discovery 
was mado In 1824 on the Gilbert Riv- 
er, 50 miles south of Quebec city. 
Placer mining operations commenced 
here -in 1847 and intermittent ‘opera- 


tions have been carricd on ever since. , 


Placer discoveries were made in On- 
tarlo, in British Columbia, and in Yu- 
kon Territory at much later dates. 
Lode mining for gold began at Tan- 
gier River, Nova Scotia, in 1858. Last 
year the total production of gold in 
Canada was 1,729,000, ounces, valued 
at $35,749,000, Approximately $5 per 
cent. of this production was obtained 
from mines in northern Ontario, and 
14 per cent. from British Columbia.

The Antarctic ex- 
plorer, Sir Douglas Mawson, said it 
had taken many millions of years for 
whales to develop. They were of great 
economle value. Young whales were 
very few, and from the economic, as 
well as the humanitarlan point of 
view, it was. necessary to preserve 
them. 

Wappily the buffalo has been saved, 
but whales multiply very slowly, and 
governmental action cannot come too 
s00n. We want the whale saved for 
economic and sentimental reasons.

Favourable Employment Situation 


Improvesnent {ts Registered 

In All Industries 

There were pronounced increases 
{n employment at-+the beginning of 
July, according to statements tabu- 
lated by the Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics from 6,137 firms employing 
896,956 workers, or 11,866 more than 
on June 1. This increase which was 
larger than on July 1.o0f any other 
year of tho record brought the index 
number to 108. 4, as compared with | 
105.9 in the preceding month. The 
situation continues to ba decidedly 
more favorable than in any other 
month of the years sinco 1920. 

General improvement was register- 
ed in all industries except 
which showed seasonal curtailment. 
The largest gains were reported in 
construction, In which they were 
greater than on July 1 of any other 
year of the record. 

The trend was favorable in all pro- 
vinccs, the most noteworthy expan- 
sion taking place in the Maritime 
Provinces and Quebec. 


Pure Seed 


Canada’s Seed Grading System Held 
In High Regard 

Commerce in seeds in Canada is 
conducted on a basis of legally defin- 
ed grades, and the quality of seed 
sold must conform to prescribed 
grade definitions. ‘This involves res- 
pensible duties for the inspectors of 
the Dominion Seed Branch, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, who grade all 
agricultural seed and a large part of 
the field root and garden vegetable 
seeds required for domestic use and 
for export. According to the latest 
annual report of the Minister of Agri- 
culture 32,617 control samples were 
examined and graded ht laboratory 
points during the fiscal year 1925-26. 
The total quantity of seed represent- 
ed by these samples amounted to sev- 
eral millions of bushels. That the 
system followed in this country is 
sound igs shown by the recognition 
given on foreign markets ‘to Cana- 
dian seed offered under .official ‘sale 
and grade names,

To Reforest The Enipire 


Several years ago the British re- 
forestation authoritics suggested to 
the Forest Service of .the Dominion 
Department of the Interfor that ‘it 
could materially assist their work by 
the collection of seeds of western 
trees. The suggestion was acted up- 
on and now, in additicn to the largo 
seed-extraction plant at Vancouver 
where seeds from all parts of British 
Columbia are collected, three smaller 
plants are maintained. These latter 
pees located at Rocky Mountain Houso 
In Alberta and at Indian Head and 
Prince Albert in Saskatchewan. Le- 
side what is sent to Britain, seeds are 

| Supplied for experimental and refor- 
estation work in tho forest reserves 
and elsewhere. 

Last year about 11,000 pounds or 
jee und a half tons of seed were ex- 

tracted, in these establishments, 
about “1,500 pounds of this quantity 
being Sitka spruce. The old adage 
that “great oaks from little acorns 
grow” would have been even more 
pointed and suggestive had the illus- 
tration been drawn from that variety 
of Canadian tree. The acorn ig com- 
paratively large and conspicuous .on 
j the parent tree, but the seed of. the 
Sitka spruce is only one-thousandth 
part of the weight of an acorn. This 
monarch of Canada’s western sea: 
coast attains a height of from 160 to 
180 feet and a diameter of from eight 
to twelve feet but the germ from 
which it springs is s0 small that it 
takes 300,000 or more to balance a 
pound weight. 

Seed of the western cedar, the 
well-known source of _ shingles, 
weighs about the same. That of the 
Douglas fir, the giant of all the Cana- 
dian trees, weighs about one forty- 


thousandth of a pound. White pine,” 


described by the Quebec Chronicle- 
‘Telegraph ag once the standby of the 
eastern lumberman, still the choicest 
wood in the eastern forest, starts as 
a ttle seed weighing about 26,000 to 
the pound, and may attain a height of 
from 100 to 150 feet and a diameter 
of from 30 to 40 inches. White spruce, 
providing the timber used in great- 
est quantity by eastern lumbermen

; Butter Exports 


Reccrd Shows Alarming Drop In Last 
Twelve Months 

Butter exports from Canada drop- 

ped #larmingly in the twelve months 

ended in June, 1927, as compared 

with the corresponding period a year 


ago. According to a bulletin pre- 
pared by the Department of ‘Trade 
and Coinmerce, shipments of this 


commodity during the year just end- 
ed amounted to 97,732 ewt., as com- 
pared with 224,904 cewt. in the preced- 
Ing year, a decrease of 127,172 ewt. 
Moreover, there was a_ similar de- 
crease in the value of exports, which 
were registerd at $8,518,423 va year 
ago, as compared with $3,331,166 in 
the twelve months ended June last. 

Cheese exports during the same 
period, on the other hand, compare 
very favorably with shipments -in 
1925-6. The commodity is, of course, 
the “poor man’s butter,” and during 
mes of economy, ecnsumption na- 
turally increases. Canadian cheese 
unlike butter, has an excellent repu- 
tation on the other side, and = the 
agents there find it profitable to han- 
dle the product. The natural infer- 
enee then js that more energetic mea- 
sures should be taken to popularize 
Canadian butter in the United King- 
dom, and by this means regain ‘or 
Canada a omarket in which, at one 
(ime, she was the dominating influ- 
enee.

Mine On Mountain Top 


Many Copper Deposits Staked On 
Copper Mountain in B.C. 

The name Copper Mountain is ap- 
plied to a post oflice, a mining camp, 
and » large copper mine, as well as 
to the mountain on which they are 
all situated. The mountain, siates Dr. 
V. Dolmage, of the Geological Survey 
of Canada. is twelve miles south of 
the town of Princetown in southwest- 
ern British Columbia, and about 150 
miles east of Vancouver on the Ket-

New Theory Abcut Heart 
Says Doctor 
Professor Martin Mendelsohn, who 
has occupied the chair of diseases of 
the heart in Berlin University since 
1899, puts forth the theory that the 
heart is not the prime motive power 
of life, but as an organ plays only a 
secondary part. ‘ 

The activity of the cells of the body 
in absor‘ing the eliminating fluids, 
says tle professor, constitutes the 
chief motive power in forcing the 
blood through the system. 

Dr. Mendelsohn, in support of his 
theory, calls attention to the fact that 
many persons with exceedingly weak 
hearts continue to live, despite the 
fact that, In these particular cases, it 
js impossible to believe that thelr 
hearts can pump the blood through 
the body. 

“The heart and blood circulation 
merely play a regular role in distrib- 
uting the fuel and resulting refuse to 
and from the yvarlous motors through- 
out the body——namely, the interrgal, 
glandular, anw epidermic cells,” says 
the professor. 

Dr. Mendelsohn states that this ex- 
plaing many cases of the burial of | 
persons apparently dead, and he ar- 
gues that other tesis besides cessa- 
tion of the heartbeat are necessary to 
establish true death.

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Forest. Areas 
. Depleted 


580 Cords Of Pulpwood Used For One 
Edition Of Dally Paper 

It may at first glance appear ab- 
surd. to draw any connection between 
the -Lindbergh ‘trans-Atlantic flight 
and the forests of Canada, but ac- 
cording to the Natural Resources In- 
telligence Service of the Department 
of tho Interior at Ottawa, there is a 
very definite connection and many an 
cre of Canadian forest land has been 
temporarily laid bare as a direct ro- 
sult of this flight. The explanation 
may be summed up in one word — 
newsprint. 

The big city papers all over Amer- 
fea had their circulation boosted 
enormously announcing the detailed 
results of the achievement and Cana- 
dian pulpwood furnished the 
for most of this extra circulation: It 
may not be generally appreciated 
what newspaper circulation does to 
forest growth. According to the Na- 
tural Resources Service, one dig 
dally with its various departments on 
a single million-copy edition will de- 
nude a@ spruce and balsam forest area 
of nearly 100 acres. Multiply this by 
a number of such papers, some with 
several editions per day and again by 
the number of editions sent to the 
presses each year and the total will 
rapidly grow into staggering if not 
alarming proportions. One Chicago 
paper giving the results of the recent 
mayoralty elections in that city alono 
consumed 580 cords of pulpwood for 
a single edition. Fcurteen freight 
cars were required to handle the or- 
der. ‘The World Serles baseball 
games, the great championship box- 
ing bouts, the Catalina Channel 
swim, clection campaigns, these ali 
take their toll. ; 

When it is-further considered that 
pulpwood represents only one-fifth 
of the tlmber cut in this country and 
that the total amount eul for all com- 
mercial purposes is probably  Icss 
again than the amount regularly des- 
troyed by fire and disease, some 
slight inkling may be gathered as to 
the inroads that are being made daily 
and hourly into what is one of Can- 
ada’s greatest natural assets. The 
Resources Service points out that the 
conimercial use of these woods is in- 
deed adding to the wealth of tho 
country and further that new growth 
is assisting to replace the depletion, 
but it should not be forgotten at tho 
same time that: unless every man, 
woman and child in the Dominion 
takes a definite and intelligent inter- 
est in Its forests, to prevent fires and 
regulate public opinion along lines of 
replacement and economical opera- 
tions, and against wasteful explolta- 
Uon and carelessness, that the sourco 
of these magnificent revenues and 
employment for Canada will be 
steadily and surely undermined if not 
almost completely destroyed.

Diplomats Think Of War 


A: the Same Time the Public Is 
Assured That War Is 
Unthinkable 

While statesmen on both sides of 
the Atlantic have becn assuring the 
world that war between Britain ana 
-the United States fs “unthinkable,” 
the naval experts at Geneva have 
been acting as if that was what they 
fwere thinking of most of all, Banish 
the Thought of a war and the greater 
part of the arguments on which the 
experts lay so much store yanish. 
if war fs unthinkable, it should make 
no difference to the British if we use 
our quota of cruiser tonnage to build 
larger rather than smaller ships. 1f 
war is unthinkable, it is unthinkable 
that those cruisers could eyer 
threaten Great Britain. If war is un- 
thinkable, it can make no great differ- 
ence to Great Britain if the smaller 
ships carry eight-inch guns rather 
than six, 
against Britain anywhere. If war is 
unthinkable, the United «States can 
well afford to consider the British 
proposal to reduce the size of capital 
ships, If war is unthinkable, “parity” 
ds nothing to get too much excited 
abou, for in respect to all other pow- 
ers we should in any cause have super: 
iority. , 

The truth of the matter is that the 
admirals on both sides are manocuy- 
ting for advantage in a war which 
exists on paper. We need not suppose 
that they desire a war or expect it ac- 
tually to take place. But they insist, 
nevertheless, on assuming a war as 
the major premis of thelr thinking. 
They do not take seriously—in fact 
they take no stock in— the rhetoric 
of the statesmen, and they would un- 
doubtedly feel they were doing less 
than their duty if they did noo con- 
test for every conceivablo adyan- 
tage.—New York World.

Was Idol Of Navy 


Earl Beatty Has Retired At Zenith Of 
Fame 

Earl Beatty, naval hero of the 
World War, and to all Britlshers the 
symbol of their navy, has retired 
trom active service. 

Relinquishing his duties at the ad- 
miralty at the early age of 56, Lord 
Beatty can look back upon a career 
fu which he hag brilllantly realized 
every ambition tliat a naval officer 
could entertain. During the period of 
his naval service he has won honor 
and promotion for acts of personal 
vallantry. ashore as well as afloat. 

Perhaps no man since Nelson has 
basked so much {n the spotlight of 
the public’s hero worship, or so much 
fn favor and popularity among his 
men. It can well be said that no man 
has climbed to the top of the British 
navy with so little effort, born only 
of ability and courage, as has Beatty. 

He has been in command in more 
than one of the most tremendous sea- 
fights in history, wioning therein the 
unstinted gratitude of the public and 
the enthusiastic devotion of his men. 
He received in person the surrender 
of the most dangerous and powerful 
enemy that ever attacked England by 
sea. 

His most outstanding works in na- 
val administration were the redistri- 
bution of the British naval strength, 
the building up of the British Domin- 
ion forces and the expansion of 
peace-timo training to meet the necds 
of new and modern naval warfaro. 

In November of last year, Beatty 
had reached the seven years allowed 
by law that anyone may sit on the 
Admiralty Board. He expressed the 
desire to retire at that time, but was 
dissuaded by First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty W. C. Bridgeman who inslist- 
ed that Beatty remain in ofMfce until 
a sultable successor could be found. 

Beatty’s successor, who will take 
ofilce as Boatty retires, 1s Admiral 
of the Fleet Sir Charles Madden 
whose. appointment has met with un- 
qualified approval among naval men.

A 
highly satisfactory yield and the 
considerable acreage of newly 
cropped land promise a marked in- 
crease in the output of grain from 
this part of the province for the 
present season.
